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1. The new declaration received February 18, 1998 satisfies 37 C.F.R. §1. 175(b)(1) as 
implemented on December 1, 1997. 

2. Claims 37-59 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make end/or use the 
invention. These claims call for handover of a mobile station between base stations that cannot be 
found in the specification. Claim 57 does not use the term "handover" or "handofP but it has 
termination of one base station signal in favor of a second base station which amounts to a 
handoff. 

3. The protest filed January 29, 1998 has been reviewed. Claims 37-59 and 63 do recite 
handover that does not appear to be disclosed. Claims 13, 14, 18, 29, 30 and 34 do not claim 
handover as the transmission is into a cell (claim 13, lines 3 and 14; claim 14, lines 4 and 6; claim 
18, lines 6 and 11; claim 29, lines 3, 10 and 15; claim 30, lines 4, 6 and 7 and claim 34, lines 6 and 
10-011). These claims have transmission into one cell by two base stations and no handover.
